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REMARKS 

The Applicant's representative has carefully reviewed and considered the Office Action 
mailed on September 10, 2003, as well as the references cited therewith. No claims have been 
amended, claims 4-5 are canceled, and no claims are added. As a result, claims 2-3, 6-7, and 9- 
21 are now pending in this application. 



SI 03 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 4-5 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over IBM 
Technical Disclosure Bulletin, Vol. 20, no. 8, pp. 3117-3118, 1978 (hereinafter c<5 3117"). 
However, since claims 4-5 have been canceled in this Response without disclaimer or prejudice, 
the rejection is moot.
